I used to think of Spray-Kleen as 
pretty nasty stuff by its smell. I have two recently purchased cans and it 
seems to be much milder. I wonder if the methyl chloroform and methylene 
chloride have been banished or drastically reduced. Since the advent of 
OSHA limits, EPA regs, anti-carcinogen initiatives (CA's Prop. 65) and so 
forth, practically everything has been changed and is less noxious.

I wonder why Meissner chose to make the coils like this. Was it just 

to cut costs, keep the price of the kits to a minimum? 

At a meet a couple years back, i talked to a gentleman who had 

started in to making duplicates. He told me some hardware store 

plastic pipe was the right size, and he was going to use rivets thru 

the pipe to replicate the coil contacts the Meissner coils used. I thought 
this was a pretty interesting idea, but i have not pursued it. ( Secretly, 
my cheap & dirty idea is to use coils with short leads coming off, 

and tiny alligator clips, and just connect the replacement coils into 
the circuit this way.) 

Meissner's unique coil design means that for the number of Meissner 

kit radios surviving, the ratio of coils to radios is somewhat less than 
4 

And BTW, how about that no-bandspread, non vernier tuning? You can 
probably omit any coils above 10 MHz, hi !

I half way expected to see someone else post the data on the Galaxy 
(WRL) Amplifier but have not yet seen one, so I'll throw it into the 
fray. 


The Galaxy 2000+ amplifier uses 10, sweep tubes in parallel. I cannot 
remember which tube off the top of my head, I am on the road out of town 
at the moment. I think they are the 6HF5's (?). 


The one I have works quite well although I use it quite sparingly. At 
the current pricing of sweep tubes, I am in no hurry to replace them. 


With reference to balancing, I have it as one of my projects to bias the 
tubes individually one day, although I have not yet seen indications of 
tube hogging or imbalance. Still, I would think the small expense of 
individual bias pots will lend to the longevity of these tubes. 


If anyone is interested in a copy of the schematic, I will see what I 
can do to post it on the internet somewhere.
